STUDENTS' COUNCIL TAKES ACTION ON NISEI QUESTION 

Petition Asking Non-implementation 
Of BiU 15 WiU Be Sent to Ottawa 
To Proper Government Authorities 



Students Are Asked to Sign 
If Action Is Felt Justifia ble 

Definite action has been talton by the Students Executive Counsil 
vith regard to the national problem presented by the Japancse«Cana- 
dians and the propoicd governmental action to deport all those who 
signed the Japanese inspired statement saying that they wished to return 
to Japan. A petition to the government is to be circulated among stu- 
dents for their signatures, if they are In agreement with the viCAs. 

Power to deport Canadian citU' 
sens in this way arises out of BiU 
15, which Is In the process of be- 
ing passed. Too late now to pre- 
vent the bill from becoming law. 
It is still possible to petition the 
Government not to use its new 
powers in carrying out i\s pro- 
posed plans for the deportation of 
Japanese Canadians. 

The petition wa.s drafted by a 
apccial committee of the Students' 
Council last night. This was the 
continuation of the meeting held 
on Wednesday night. 

Wording of the petition Is as fol- 
lows: 

WTiereis the Government is 
planning t« «et up a quasi- 
Judlciac)' committee to inresti- 
gate the loyally af Japanese- 
Canadians. 

Whereas we feel that snch 
investigation is unnecessary' be- 
cause Canadian* of Japanese 
origin have proven themselves 
to be loyal to this country. 

H'bereas we have ascertained 
to the best of our ability that 
these facts are so, 

Therefore we students at Mc- 
Gilt University who liave signed 
the foregoing petition urge the 
Canadian Government to take 
action to prevent the deporta- 
tion of loyal Japanese-Can- 
adians, and grant them full 
rights of their clliiensblp. 
The petition will be forwarded 
to competent Government authori- 
ties, in an effort to impress them 
with the feclinz prevalent among 
the students at McGitl who have 
■igned this petition, and pressing 
iat appropriate action by the Gov- 
ernment. 

The Council urges all students to 
consider this question with due 
care, and to sign the petition if 
they feel such an action to be Jus- 
tified.

Of Two Professors 

Professor E. R. Adair, of the De- 
partment of History, and ProfessoV 
J. L. Darbclnet of the Department 
of French, previously Associate 
Professors have now been pro- 
moted to the positions of full pro- 
fessor. This was disclosed yester- 
day by the Administration Office. 

Professor Adair came to the Uni- 
versity In October, 1023, and was 
appointed Associate Professor of 
History. In June, 1941, he became 
Chairman of the Department of 
History. 

Prolcsor Darbelnet. on coming 
to McGill, was appointed Associate 
Professor of French. Later in June. 
1041, he received an appointment 
as Chairman of the Department of 
French. In 1043, Professor Darbcl- 
net was Director of the French 
Summer School.

The Players' Club, one of the old- 
est clubs on Ihc campus, has been 
producing plays for the last quar- 
ter-century and has brought before 
the students a number of excellent 
plays. "Granite" concerns the lives 
of five people on the Island of 
Lundy, off the coast of England, 
some time in the la'st century. First 
there is Judith (Avril Kclller), de< 
scribed as a "strong woman" who 
is living on Lundy with her hus* 
band Jordan Morris (John Drcsch- 
slcr). They live by salvaging the 
wreckage of ships that run up on 
the rocks off the island. There en- 
ters a man who has been wrecked 
who begs for food and shelter and 
is received cordially by Judith who 
makes , him her slave. "The Man" 
as he is called in the play Is played 
by Arthur Bird, Arts 2. Prosper, 
Jordan's half-brother (David Mac- 
Callan). visits the island and sub- 
sequently falls in love with Judith. 
Complications set in concerning all 
including Judith's servant. Penny 
(Rosemary Palln); Prosper and Ju- 
dith arc married, a murder occurs 
and the play ends with a dramatic 
"punch." The minister who per- 
forms the marriage ceremony is 
played by John Monk. "Granite" is 
considered by Clémence Dane as 
one of her best plays It not her 
besl. She has written such well- 
known productions as "BIU of Div- 
orcement" which has been filmed 
in three different occasions, "Will 
Shakespeare" and, after several 
years' retirement has returned to 
the theatrical limelight by writinif 
the script for Alexander Korda's 
"Perfect Strangers," starring Rob- 
ert Donat and Deborah Kerr which 
had its -world premiere In New 
York recently.

Tlic dcdsions wliicli tlic Students' Council 
tuok oil AVcilncsdny niglit in conncituin with 
tlic .lapnnesc-Canndinn ruie^lioii:- arc well 
worliiv of careful nltcntion fnmi liie sludciil 
body. As most of us know, enquiries sent by the 
Council to some of Canada's leading politinil 
figuif- 1(h1 to no i-oncrcto conclusions. Tlic 
Cuuntil liiLii look up the matter from a dif- 
lerciil annlf.', iinil iipiiointctl a lonimiltcc to 
sujiply tlic niuch needed infoimatioii and 
background un the Rovcrnincnt's plan to de- 
port Japanese-Canadians. ;:;r. 

At Wednesday's meeting this information 
wa; made available to the Council. The com- 
niiticc's report was based on tevcial tourecs. 
One of the nio«t imimrtanl factors in ascertain- 
ing the true state of affairs was of course the 
Hansard report of parliamentary, proceedings. 
.Six issues of tiiis handbook were i)articularly 
helpful to the eomniittcc. The first of these 
dated back to Fcbrnary 17, 1038, when Mr. 
Howard Green, a Member of rarliamcnt from 
British Columbia and adhering to the then Con- 
servative parly, made n long statement calling 
for a clear imlicy from the government in 
matters' iicrlainiiiR to .lapancsc immigration in- 
to Cnniida. Mr. Circtn i-tatcd that British Col- 
umbia parlictilarly liu'ctl with the i)roblcni, 
as mott of the immigrants settled in lliat pro- 
vince and never penetrated imllicr l:^a:t. He 
also asserted that these immigrants did not in- 
termarry with whites and thus created what he 
called a "state within a stair"' in Canada. 

.\ï an edition of Hansiini dated rchruary 
17. l'J-i;t show.-:, Mr. Green eontiniied to urge 
action from the povcrnmcnt aloiif: these lines 
fur sonic time, and apin in .lune 30, )913, be- 
ginning on page 2-1 of Hansard, he pointed to 
the inevitable deadlock that would arise out of 
the arrangements wiiieli had been made for the 
dispersal of the Japanese, owinp to tlic agice- 
nients with the provinces that Japanese would 
be removed at the conclusion of the war should 
the provinces so desire. This in respect to the 
25 per cent, of the Japanese who had been re- 
moved from British Columbia, while 75 per 
cent, who had remained in B.C., but out of the 
100 mile "protected area", would still be allow- 
ed to live in that province. Thus, at the con- 
clusion of hostilities, it could be expected from 
present niTangements that the Japanese would 
once again concentrate in the Avestcrn province, 
and Mr. Green caiilioned that the people of 
B.C. would take definite steps to picvcnl this, 
unless some action were taken by the govern- 
ment to prevent such a status. 

Mackenzie King's first statement of govern- 
ment policy proceeding out of the previous dis- 
cussions by memhcis of parliament, appears in 
the .\tigusl 1 edition of Hansard on pages ()052 
ff. "In the first place," he htates. "it recognizes 
the concern felt by British Columbia at the 
possibility of once again having within its bor- 
ders virtually the entire Japanese population 
of Canada." "Secondly account should be taken 
of the fact that for the most part the people of 
Japanese race in the* country have remained 
loyal . . . ", and from this he develops the prin- 
ciple that the "government is of the view that 
the persons of the Japanese race, whether Jaji- 
ancse nations or British subjects by naturali- 
zation or birth, who have shown disloyalty to 
Canada during the war, should not have the 
privilege of remaining in Canada after the 
struggle is terminated." "Thirdly . . . immigra- 
tion of Japanese into this countrj' should not 
be allowed after the war" . . . but . . , "no de- 
claratiwi of this type can or should be attempt- 
ed which would be bintling indefinitclv into the 
future." 

Finally, the i'linie .Miiii>ier >ummc(l up, 
"we cannot do ic.-- ilian treat such persons 
fairly and justly"; the persons referred to be- 
ing loyal Japanese in Canada. On these prin-

cijilcs then, the policy of the government to- 
wards the ioyal Japanese is to be based. 

Continuing with a statement of the tenta- 
tive measures by which the government liopcs 
to carry out these principles he states, " . . . 
the fundamental task is to determine the loyal 
aii<l disloyal persons of Japanese race in Can- 
ada." Having established this, the disloyal per- 
sons should he deprived of their status as 
British subjects and deported to Japan. Also, 
•'whatever their national status" persons who 
voluntarily indicate a desire to return to Japan 
"would be allowed and encouraged to go as soon 
as they can." To prevent concentration of the 
ruinuiiiing Japanese in British Columbia, the 
following two methods were proposed by the 
J'rimc .Minister: a .inuxiiuiiin cau be set on the 
number, of persons of Japanese race to be al- 
lowed to return to British Columbia, and per- 
sons of Japanese race can be given encourage- 
ment to move and remain elsewhere. 

Here then, is the outline of the Government 
policy to be followed. But what has happened? 
First the Japanese, nationals, naturuhzed, and 
Canadian-born, were "invited" to sign a form 
relinquishing tlieir British nationality (if they 
possessed same) and signifying their desire to 
return to Japan. Over 10,000 had done so by 
August 'til of this year. Since that time, how- 
ever, many have indicated that, upon recon- 
.-idcratiun. tlicy do not desire to return. Spe- 
cial consideration has been offered by the gov- 
ernment to those who expressed their wish to 
remain in Canada after signing the document, 
jirovidcd they did so before September ÎÎ. 

There was a second clause to which these 
people signed their naiuct, and by that clause 
tlicy agreed, to settle outside the province of 
British Columbia, if they remained in Canada, 
and by so doing they signified their loyalty to 
the Canadian (government. That is, if these 
liersons did not wish to return to Japan, they 
could be called disloyal .to Canada imless they 
remained outside the province of British Col- 
umbia, leading to the conclusion that a return 
to British Columbia for these people means a 
charge of disloyalty to Canada, a consequent 
relinquishing of their Canadian citizenship, and 
a return to Japan by deportation. 

Legally speaking, no man can sign awny 
his citizenship, and, should any of these people 
now decide that they do not wish to abide by 
the documents they signed, they cannot be 
forced to do so. 

Now wc conic to Bill ID, which is essen- 
tially a necessary extension of the ^Var 
Measures .\ct, conferring "certain powers 'upon 
the Governor in Cuimcil (i.e. the Cabinet) dur- 
ing the National Emergency following the 
War." The need for such an Act as this time 
is apparent, but, under Section 3, Subsection 1, 
Clause G, the Governor in Council has the 
power over "entiy into Canada, exclusion and 
deportation, and revocation of nationality." 
Simply summed up, this means that the Gov- 
ernor in Council may, if it so desires, take away 
the citizenship of any person in our country. 
Specifically, it has been taken to mean that 
the Governor in Council is now authorized to 
deport as many Japanese, nationals and natur- 
alized, as it pleases, whether or not these per- 
sons have been proven disloyal to Canada. 

Bill 15 has been passed by the Canadian 
Parliament, and will in all probability be 
passed by the Senate and signed by the Gov- 
ernor-General, inasmuch as it is an urgent 
necessity in all its other phases. However, wc 
can and do urge that our government will not 
make use of. the powers given to it under the 
above mentioned clause. 

This then is tiie reasoning behind the peti- 
tion whidi i.s- bciuR ciicuhitctl ainonj; McGill 
students by uiir Kxccutivc Council, where it 
say.-; "we . . . urge the Canadian Government 
to lake action to prevent the deportation of 
loyal .lapanciC-Canadians, and grant them the 
full rights of their citizenship." 



POLITICAL 
COMMENT 



At this point it might be useful 
to recall an experience G. K. 
Chesterton recorded in hi.-; Auto- 
biosraphy. G.K.C. and several of 
his friends met at n great Liberal 
rally. They moved about in the 
crowd, conversing on topics they 
thought important. By chance, G. 
K.C. noticed at the other end of 
the 'hall "a bald gentleman with 
a beard . . . reading somclliinR 
from a manuscript in a low voice." 

This fact, however, did not 
hamper the private discussion In 
progress — it continued through 
the course of the evening until llic 
close of the meeting caused tlic 
friendsi to move off in their sev- 
eral directions. It was next morn- 
ing that the surprise came — 
Chesterton opened his paper to 
sec in gigantic headlines: "Lord 
Spencer Unfurls the Banner" — 
in reference lo the ''bald gentle- 
man" of the previous evening. It 
was this which caused him to write 
"I was finding it difficult to be- 
lieve^ in .'poUUcs; because the real- 
ity seemed almost unreal, as com- 
pared with the reputation or the 
report", (op, cll. page 188). 

It Is the same thing whlcn seems 
to lie bacic of the attitude towards 
politics wc have seen and heard 
about the campus recently — and of 
which the two editorials of today's 
Daily (Dec. 12) arc an example. 
We are plagued with the academic 
outlook on politics. Wc tend to 
think of it primarily and almost 
exclusively in terms of ideas. And 
this leads us to romantic notions 
of an heroic struggle between the 
parties of good and evil to decide 
the future of civilization — with 
the god of Progress giving victory 
eventually to the good. Wc tallt 
blithely of "fundamental differ- 
ences" between one parly and the 
next— as if anyone who reflected 
on tlic notion for a minute would 
not discover that our Parliament- 
ary system could not work if there 
were any fundamental differences 
within it. It is a combination, of 
unrealistic intellcclualism and pre- 
tentious optimism. This spirit re- 
ceives full expression in the two 
editorials I have referred' to. 

I should like to make it clear, 
first of all, that I do not speak as 
a supporter of the Liberal party— 
wnich I am not. As to the extreme 
bad taste in which tlie editorial 
on Mr., Pouliot'fi address wus 
written — it is a subject on whicli 
it would be unpleasant to dwell. 
As to the inconsistency between 
the Insulting, in one breath, of a 
man who was to McGill a repre- 
sentative of French Canada; and, in

the next, breath, of jspiUing;. forth 
pihtitudcs on bonciiicntl«nc— this 
inconsistency is too marked to 
need further comment. What I 
would like to point out is that Mr. 
Pouliot told us more about politics 
ill one hour than we would have 
learned in a year's course of lect- 
ures on liberal doctrine and the 
Liberal p.^rty progrnni. 

Wc who pride ourselves on 
knowing all about politics, often 
know very little about politicians. 
It is on this point that Mr. Pouliot 
set us right. He showed us. by his 
very presence, that politicians arc 
human beings — not abstract ideals 
"The House of Cornmons Is a great 
club"— tliis was the key to the ad- 
dress. I will only be accused of 
cynicism if I suggest that our 
politicians share the nature of 
common humanity in larger pio- 
portion than Idcologicnl mania. 
Politicians work for tlieir living 
like most other people — and 
harder than average. Tlic fuel that 
their work consists as much in 
their ability to secure bulldozers 
for the farmers of their counties 
as in deciding the broader issues 
of national policy is no reason for 
us to look down on them. If we 
would only approach the subject of 
politics from the point of view of 
the politician rather than that of 
the doctrinaire wc might get a little 
farther In cur analysis. 

The doctrinaire approach can 
only lead to an absurdly subjective 
outlook — and wc may remember 
that Mr. Pouliot called for an ob- 
jective treatment of politics. The 
subjective approach, and its mis- 
givings, is well shown in the sec- 
ond editorial of the day. Discussing 
Friday nifilil's dance, Ihc auestion 
of national unity is raised — we 
read: "Once upon a lime the fore-

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fathers of both groups decided that 
it was a good thing to hate one 
anotlicr. Then religious, economic 
and social reasons were dragged 
Into the traditional hate so as to 
give the problem a firm and seem- 
ingly indestructible basis." As an 
analysis of the problem this is 
simply childish nonsense, as any- 
one who has studied Canadian, or 
French-Cansdinn history knows. 
But it is clearly explainable on the 
basis of subjective, doctrinaire 
thinking — treating politics as wish 
rather than as fact. It may satisfy 
our emotions — it can never lead 
to an understanding of the problem. 
Do not take this as a categorical 
condemnation of boncntcnllsmc — 
in support of which this absurd 
statement was made. In the past 
it has proved a superficial treat- 
ment of the problem, but It is com- 
mendsble on its own limited 
ground. But lets not raise this 
dance to the proportions of a na- 
tional problem — or no one will 
have any fun.

Athletic Regulations 
At McGill University 



Continued 
nVLZS FOR COMPETITION. 

(1) No student shall be allowed 
to play on any team unless he is a 
bona fldc student in actual attend- 
ance at the regular lectures in the 
Faculty or class which his team 
represents. 

(2) No student shall compete who 
is not a bona flde amateur, 

(3) No player shall be eligible 
to take part in any scml-final game 
who has not played at least one 
game for his Faculty or class in the 
preliminary games. 

(4) A team failing to appear on 
the grounds, ice or floor within 15 
minutes of the scheduled time shall 
be liable to disqualification. 

(5) The schedule, as approved by 
the Intramural Manager and the 
various Faculty and class or team 
Managers, must be carried out. Any 
team defaulting more than one 
game without giving the Intramural 
Manager suflicicnt reason or 24 
hours' notice may be ruled out of 
the scries for the year. 

(6) Within 48 hours after a game 
the Manager of the winning team 
must file with the Athletics OfTlcer 
a report containing the names, ini- 
tials, and years of the players, the 
names of the otiicials, and the score. 
The game Is automatically forfeited 
if this report is not handed in. 



• Hours of Swimming may be ob 
taincd from the Athletics Office. 

(7) Referees and umpires shall be 
appointed by the Intramural Man< 
ager. 

(8) In the case of infringement 
of rules (1) (5) the Intramural 
Manager shall have power at his 
discretion to rule the offending team 
out of the series, or impose such 
other penally as he shall see fit.

Prof. F. R. Scott 
To Speak Sunday 

Constitutional Problems 
Will Be Expounded 
By Chairman of CCF 



"Constitutional Problems of Can- 
ada Today", Is the subject to -be 
discussed by Francis R. Scott, Pro- 
fessor of Civil Law at McGill Uni- 
versity, at 10 a.m. this Sunday. Pro- 
fessor Scott is also the National 
Chairman of the CCF. The address 
will be given at the Convent of the 
Sacred Heart, (McGregor and At- 
watcr), and Is open to the entire 
student body as well as the mem- 
bers of the Newman Club. 

Professor Scott is the son of the 
famous Padre of the last war. 
Canon Frederick G. Scott. He was 
a Rhodes Scholar, and received his 
B.C.L. at McGill in 1927. As a mem- 
ber of the Quebec Bar he practised 
law for a year before Joining the 
Law Faculty at McGill. He became 
Professor of Civil Law in 1034, 
which he is at present. 

One of Canada's outstanding 
authorities on constitutional law, 
and author of many books on legal 
and political questions. Professor 
Scott has been President of the 
League for Social Reconstruction, a 
member of the National Council, 
the Penal Association of Canada, 
and editor of the Canadian Journal 
of Economic and political Science 
In 1042 he was made National Chair- 
man of the Cooperative Common- 
wealth Federation. 

Because of the excellent calibre 
of his work, as shown in his books: 
"The Social Reconstruction and the 
B.N.A. Act" and "Canada Today: A 
Study of her National Interests and 
National Policy," he was awarded 
the Guggenheim Fellowship in 1940. 
His latest publications are: "Canada 
and the United States", "Canada 
After the War", and "Make This 
Your Canada", ^co-author, David 
Lewis) which is a review of the 
CCF. Policy. "Overture", which 
he wrote just recently, is a group 
of poems.
